CHINA AND BRITAIN. 


Speech at China Association’s Dinner. 
: . London, November 10. 

At the annual dinner of the China Association, Mr. F. Anderson 
(presuteng) recallet the Association's suggestion last June that the 
terms of the Anglo Japanese Treaty should be embodied in 2 
declaration and subscrited to by the four Powers forming the 
Consortium and that China might be invited to subscribe. He said 
that if such adeciaration were signed there would bs a feeling of 
velief throughout the civilised world. He declared that Japan would 
take a wise and far-seeing course if sho intimated that she had 
decided to return Kiaochow and the whole of Shantung including the 
railway to China unconditionally. upow tbe payment of reasonable 
compensation, Given amicable relations with China, Javan from 
the economic viewpoint ha:] the ball at her teet in the Far East. She 
was the vals nation that Europe and America had to fear there 
commercially, but if Britishers and Americans were beaten fair 
and square by Japanese trade rivals there would be no ill- 
feeling. .

GOLD IN KELANTAN. 


Plans for Development. 

With reference to our sugges- 
tion that the robber slump might 
possibly lead to the further 
development of the mineral re- 
sources of the Peninsula, we sre 
informed that there has been a 
valuable find of gold in the north 
of Kelantan, writes the Singapore 
Free Press.

AMERICAN P4SSESGER 
SERVICE. 

In addition to tbe American 
Shipping Board passenger 
steamers lately appearing io Jap- 
anese waters, the Admira! Line 
has acquired from tbe Shipping 
Board the Bay State, which will 
feave Seattle for the Orient on 
the 19th. December. With the 
present steamer, the Admiral 
Line will have four regular pss- 
senger shipa on therun, the other 
thr e being the Wonatchee, Rey- 
stone State, and Silver State. 
The Empress of Japan of 6,000 
tons, which the China Mail 
Steamship -Co. has bought from 
the C.P.0.8, will also start for 
the Far East from San Francisco 
via Honolulu. It is a remarkable 
feature of the development of this 
service, says the dfamichi, that 
America has withdrawn treight- 
ers from the Pacific lines, but is 
placing passenger ships thereon. 

An Associated Press metsage 
states that the United States Ship- 
ying Board has announced the 
tentative assignment of ten Gov- 
ernment combination pas-enger 
and cargo vessels on the Pacific 
routes: five of the 535 type fron 
a North Pacific port to.be placed 
on the Japan-China-Manila ron, 
and three others, aud two of the 
502 type on the same run from 
California porte. 


JAPAN'S SHIPPING © 
PROSPECTS. . 


Steps to Recover Trade 

Reporta received from Japan 
indicate clearly that that country 
is now exparieno De a period af 
slump and dopressian ii “both 
shipbuilding «nd ship oneratiog 
(and therfore in ecommerce), 
which ia in striking: cantraat to 
onparalloled prosperity " which 
prevailed during the years of the 
war and for a short perio’ 
follawing it, The aerious state of 
the depression has eceurted in 
Japan a litle tater than that 
which has affected and is 
affecting other maritime nations, 
bor its resulta praise to be 
equally serious. 

Without intending inaoy wsy 
to belittle che imporiant share 
which Japan taok in the war 
thera is no doubt that the shortage 
nf tonnage attendant — opon 
hostilities proved a blessing to 
Japaneae shipowners. shipbuil- 
gera and commercial interests. 
Japan was able to supply vessels 
ak purchase prices andat charter 
rates hitherto almost undresmad 
of; such ships- as were nat 
assigned to war work were 
utilized to expand her overseas 
services and to establish a footing 
in others which Germany was 
force-l to abandon and wich the 
‘Allies had, of necessity, can- 
sider. bly to curtail; she was able 
to expart her wares to places 
previously supplied mainty by 
other nasions, while Britain, 
Franer, Ametica were con- 
certrating practicaliy their 
entire industrial energivs on 
material and enmmodities 
necessary tothe conduct of the 
war; her stipyar is, tii well after 
the Armistice, were receivire 
mote orders that they were able 
to carry aut; Wages were Ep wD 
an unprecedented level; the yen 
soared; and there was almost 
unbroken prosperity throughout 
the lard. As an instance 
of what weslth accrued from 
one sptere of activities alone, 
we mas mention that in the year 
1914 (ocr firures are taken from 
the. clecAl, Japan received as 
freight and charter receinis 
Y.87,218.000. in 1915, ¥.119,195,- 
000, in 1916 ¥.249,320, in 1917 
¥.428,178, in 1938 Y¥.34v,011,000 
in 1919 Y.600,000,000 and in 1920 
Y¥.122,837,600. . 

Now, however, tha inevitable 
reaction has set in and Japan is 
facing economic troubles quite as 
bad comparatively as those which 
Britain, the United States. France 
and Italy are slowly overcoming. 
Her heavy indostries are bard hit 
by tbe world slanp and in her 
shipbuilding vards & period of 
great depression prevails, being 
accentuated by the sagressive 
state of mind of Japanese labour, 
which in some instances appears 
to bave imbibed stronsly of 
occidental labour ideas and ideals. 

But itis in shippiog—for Japar. 
now that she has become s world 
power, is vastly dependant on her 
ships—that the greatest anxioty 
as to the future appears to be 
entertained. When the Ar cistice 
came, Japanese vessels were 
prospering in practically al) 
quarters of the globe, and th- 
development of Japanese overseas 
trade thereby was tremendous. 
Now, however (except in the 
Japanese coastal trade, whicb 
Japan, regardless of what conces- 
sions are made to her own ships 
in this respect by other countries, 
retains, inviolate and iuviolabl-, 
txelusively Japanese), where 
there was previously monopoly 
there ‘is keen competition; for 
every cargo there are two or more 
ships; the United States Shipping 
Board, with its vast fleet of 
freighters, is everywhere seeking 
businesa; the British, French and 
other lines have re-established 
fully their pre-war services’ and 
in many cases augmented them; 
and Japanese ships, like most 
others, take what cargo they cao 
get. and not, as was the case, 
what they chase to accept.

MINISTER. TUNG REPLIES. 

In discussing the above points, 
the Minister of Justice had paid 
utmost attention to questions re- 
Isting to jurisdiction in the 
Chinese Eastern Railway zone, 
endezvouring to improve the pre- 
sent judicial system there. He 
believed that with the appoint of 
Mr. Li Chia-ao as the Chief 
Justice of the High Court 
in tbe three Eastern Pro- 
vinces, the present situstion would 
necessarily improve, as Mr. 
Li bas spent most of bis life in 
Russis and is familiar with the 
Russian language, customs, habits 
and characteristics. He said that 
the translation work would be 
hastened bution oScizleammittes 
attached to the Chief Justice was 
possible. Regarding the use of 
Ruasisn langoage in case when 
both parties were Russians, the 
the Minister said thst this coin- 
cided with his personal views, but 
he mentioned tbat the Chinese

A month has elapsed since the Irish couference met, 
but very little bas transpired as to what has been yoing on.

The Home 
Government, while insisting upon British sovereignty as a 
tine qua non, is, ready to make almost any sacrifice for 
peace, and its task is so to bring home to the Irish repre- 
sentatives the advantages of the Union as steadily to bear 
down the stipulation for a republic. The Irish representa- 
tives, on the other hand, are probably not insensible to the 
force of the British arguments. but feel their hands tied 
by the * mandate,” which Dail Eireann claims to have been 


given them by the Irish people. As to this it has ty be! 


observed that “the Irish general election upon which Sinn 
Fein rests its claim fo having received a mandate fora 


republic cannot be regarded as a rational test. Owing to 


the chaoti¢ conditions 1t was a one-side show, the opponents 
of Sinn Fein outside of Ulster deeming it useless to co 
operate in the new Legislature owing tu the prevailing 
" Jawlessness,.bence most of the constituencies were allowed
